ing fall. In many of the reports sent in it is admitted that 
the pending announcement of the new Ford car has caused 
a hesitation in the market. With the announcement from 
Edsel Ford that definite description of the new car would 
be forthcoming within a few weeks, it is obvious that this 
cause of waiting will be relieved in a short time. Further- 
more, a great many of the equipment merchants believe that 
once this factor is eliminated the market will probably be 
stimulated in the same proportion that it has been held back. 

Another factor which should. make for improved busi- 
ness conditions generally is the decided acceleration in the 
steel market, indicated by the recent statement regarding 
unfilled orders of the United States Steel Corporation. 
During the first half of the year there was a slight but 
steady decline in unfinished business, with just a slight 
upward tendency for the month of June. The statement for 
unfilled orders during July, however, showed a definite and 
satisfactory increase. The total of unfilled orders on hand 
July 31 was 88,768 tons. All the steel companies report a 
definite increase in orders during July, and a general step- 
ping up of production has taken place.

This is common knowledge 
trade and is nothing new. 
much can be said for and against 
the plan. As a matter of fact many 
excellent arguments can be ad- 
vanced in favor of it. Who is bet- 
ter qualified than the authorized 
dealer of the battery manufacturer? 

On the other hand from whom 
will the car owner buy his new 

battery when the equipment bat- 
tery passes out of the picture? 

If the car owner has confidence 
in the battery dealer, if his service 
has been adequate, the owner will 

purchase the replacement from 
the batteryman. This is as it 
should be, for has not the battery- 
man supplied much free service, 
and other service? Is he not en- 
titled to the profit of the new 
sale? Hasn’t much of this profit 
been expended in service and 
previous to the sale? Most cer- 
tainly yes. 

Yet despite all these premises the 
retail-picture in the battery business 
is changing. as pointed out in the 
previous article. If there are less 
and less rebuild jobs, if the trend is 
toward sellin a new battery be- 
cause of the low prices of the new 
if there is less need of skilled bat- 
tery renovators, then isn’t it logical 
to assume that automotive concerns 
will add batteries to their lines just 
as battery dealers are being urged 
to add automotive lines? As a 
matter of fact, do not certain auto- 
motive jobbers list and distribute 
batteries? Do all battery manufac- 
turers distribute through battery 
dealers only? 

A survey of the retail outlets of 
automotive products will, the writer 
believes,

battery dealer. And if this cutting 
up process continues isn’t the car 
dealer as logical an outlet for re- 
placement batteries as the garage, 
repair shop, accessory and equip- 
ment dealer?
